The Eighth of January Convention. 

The Democratic convention, which met at 
Frankfurt on the 8th of January, 1856, adopted a 
resolution fixing the number of delegates entitled 
to sit in future conventions. That resolution is 
known as the Mason rule. It was first offered by 
Gen. Thomas strange and voted down. lion. 
John C. Mason then proposed a reconsideration 
uf the vote, and the resolution was carried by a 
tremendous majority. 

Tbie resolution gives to each county in the 
State one delegate for every one hundred Demo- 
cratic votes cast a: the State election next proceed- 
ing the as«*»mb!injr of a convention, and one dele- 
gate also for every fraction over fifty votes. As 
the Centi a! Committee, in their circular issued 
on the 20tb of September last, adopted this reso- 
lution as the basis of representation in the next 
convention, ttie number of rotes cast for R. R. 
Re* ill, in August last, will determine the number 
of delegates to sit in this convention. We, there- 
fore give the vote for Revill in each county in the 
Jfiate, and the number of delegates to which that 
vote entitles each county, city, and district. Of 
course this enumeration cannot prevent any county 
from sending as manv delegates to the convention 
as ebe pleat ?s, but if the Mason rule is adhered 
to, as it probably wiil be. it will determine bow- 
many of the delegates will be entitled to a vote;

Flemingsburg, Ky., Oct. 20, 1858. 

In connection with this office several distin- 
guished members of the Democratic party have 
been mentioned through the public press.

ARRIVAL OF THE PERSIA. 

Sandt llook, Oct. 26. — Tbe royal mail steam- 
ship Persia, from Liverpool on the 16th inst., has 
been signaled oil' this point. Her advices are four 
days later. 

The steamer Vanderbilt, from New York, arriv- 
ed out on the 12th inst. 

The Atlantic telegraph stock had declined to 
$S40a$370. A prospectus had been issued to form 
a company for the Galway line, the capital to be 
half a million sterling. 

Lieut. Higginson, a shareholder in the Atlantic 
Telegraph Company, had applied for a summons 
against the company for failure to register the list 
of shareholders, but his application was not 
granted. 

France bad accepted the mediation of a friendly 
power on tbe dispute with Portugal, aad a peace- 
ful solution of the difficulty was considered cer- 
tain. 

The discounts on the Bank of France have large- 
ly increased. The Paris Bourse was slightly 
lower. 6 1 

The panic confined ou Change at Vienna. The 
Bank of lost £1,700,000 sterling in bullion. 
It had decreased £29,000 during the week. 

The free importation of breadstuff's into Portu- 
gal is to be permitted. 

The Spanish and French vice consuls were as- 
sassinated at Fetuan, Morocco. Fnergetic meas- 
uares were to be taken, and it was expected they 
would inforce satisfaction. 

China. — The details of the China news Ibow 
that the British destroyed the forts of Uyamteu, 
but spared the town. Commissioner Keed re- 
mained at Shanghai. The Germantown was in 
Canton river, and tbe Mississippi and Powhattan 
at Japan. 

India. — Bombay advices to the 24th of Septem- 
ber states that the disarmed troops at Mooltan 
had mutinied and were nearly exterminated. — 
\ urious successes over fugitive rebels are also re- 
ported. 

Mr. Barber, recently appointed consul to Rich- 
mond, has been removed to the Island of Candia. 
George Moore has been appointed in his place. 

The race for the Cesarewitch handicap was won 
by Rocket by a head. Prioress and The Beaver 
ran a dead heat for the second place. 

New Yobk, Oct. 26. — The steamer Persia has 
ai rived up. The iron trade at Birmingham has 
greatly improved, buyers being numerous. The 
prices were firmly maintained. 

The officers and crew of the burned steamer 
Austria publish a card in the Liverpool papers, 
claiming that they did everything that was pos- 
sible during the calamity, aud that the captain did 
the same 

It is suggested that tbe basis of settlement of 
the difficulty between France and Portugal, that 
the latter shall give up the ship Charles Georges, 
on conditiou that the French marshals previously 
withdraw from the Tagus and return to France, 
so as to avoid the appearance of compulsion.

Tcbkev.— A new excitement had arisen in Can 
dia in consequence of further demonstrations 
against the Christians, and a general massacre 
was feared. Two additional battalions were 
ordered to the island. 

India. — The mutiny at Mooltan occurred on the 
81st of August. Their almost total extermination 
foliowed. 

The fugitive rebels from Ponree were defeated 
with great slaughter on the 5th of September. 

Four of the emissaries of Nena Sahib had been 
captured at Gwalior while endeavoring to corrupt 
the native troops. The culprits were executed. 

The Gwalior rebels were again defeated in the 
field on the 13th September. They were dispers 
ed in all directions. 

Renewed ularm existed at Calcutta, and troops 
were constantly under arms. Seven thousand in 
surgents were reported to be in the province of 
Calcutta, but the rumor was considered doubtful. 

China. — Advices contain nothing of importance.

New Yorr, Oct 26.— The Herald’s Washington 
correspondent says Senor Msta, the represeuta 
tive ol' President Juarez and the constitutionalists, 
has left for \ era Crur. Before leaving he was ad 
mitted to a private iutei view with the President, 
and another with litu. Cass. The chief point of 
desire on the part of President Juarez is to obtain 
some peouniary aid from our government, and 
Senor Mata was given to understand that our 
government could tuke no part in the present 
contest in Mexico, but should the constitutionalists 
succeed and evince a disposition to arrange the 
pending questions between the two countries and 
the claims of American citizens in an amicable 
and just spirit they would find on the part of this 
government every disposition to afford them such 
moral and material aid as was in its power. 

The points on which such a negotiation might 
turn are a railroad route to some port on tbe Gulf 
of California, a liberal commercial treaty, includ- 
ing reciprocity in certain articles on the northern 
aud California frontier, and a treaty guaranteeing 
the neutrality of the Tehuantepec route. Senor 
Mata will return here before the close of tbe ses- 
sion, so as give the President an opportunity to 
request Congress to act before spring. 

Some of the foreign ministers have been in com- 
munication with the State Department regarding 
Mexico. It appears that not only Spaniards, but 
foreigners generally, were subject to severe pro- 
scription at San Louts Potosi and other places. 



by the route of British steamers. It is rumored 
here that he will obtain the mission to England as 
an acknowledgment of his snccess in the East. 
The offer of the Society Islands to this country 
by certain native chiefs' through our Consul at 
Tahiti has not yet bean noticed by tbe Adminis- 
tration. The State Department has received a 
communication from other chiefs or parties ob- 
jecting to the cession of the Islands. The propo- 
sition is not regarded as of much importance; be- 
sides, with their almost barbarous population, to 
subject tbe island to our government is considered 
doubtful policy. 

The statement made in certain newspapers that 
Sir Wm. Gore Owsley had submitted drafts of s 
treaty which he intended to propose to Nicaragua 
to our Government, and that they were entirely 
satisfactory, has no foundation. No draft of a 
treaty has been submitted, nor has the Govern- 
ment expressed itself upon the subject. If Mr. 
Wright, our minister at Berlin, has taken the ex- 
treme ground attributed to him with regard .to 
naturalized citizens returning to their native 
country, and being required to perform military 
duty, ii is not likely he will be sustained. While 
the United States will protect to the fullest extent 
its citizens in wbat is right, it cannot take upon 
itself to relieve naturalized citizens of the debts or 
tbe obligations they owe before coming to this 
country. 

The special correspondent of the Tribune says 
Senator Hammond has united in sustaining Doug- 
las. The real ground of tbe present hostility of 
tbe administration is, that a reconciliation was 
arranged between Douglas and Buchanan after 
the aiQournment of Congress, through the inter- 
vention of Senator Gwin and others, which Bu- 
chanan alleges was violated bv the bad faith of 
Douglas.
